They are going against 
a nation whose soldiers are willing 
to die in heaps—whose soldiers are 
the best trained men in the world.”

business is with independent produc- 
ers. The condensers, he added, have

in the contract they seek with the 
distributors for the six months begin- 
ning Oct. 1, in which the producers 
demand $3.50 a hunder pounds, 
which would mean milk at 15 cents 
a quart, r¢gtail, in St. Louis. The re- 
tail price here now is 11 cents a 
quart. 

Distributors, under the present 
contract are paying $2.20 a hundred 
pounds. They made a counter of/ver 
of $2.40. yesterday, which the pro- 
ducers took under consideration for 
discussion with their board of di- 
rectors. The producers will meet 
again Saturday afternoon in the city 
hall at East St. Louis to give their 
answer to the distributors on this 
price. 

Figures on Production Cost. 

Producers yesterday gave a de- 
tailed outline of the cost of produc- 
tion and then challenged the St. 
Louis dairymen to show the cost of 
distribution, but the dairymen do- 
clined, giving the excuse that they 
are preparing to furnish these facts 
to Food Administrator Hoover. 

St. Louis will have milk right 
along, whether the dairymen and 
producers reach an agreement or not, 
according to J. P. Cabanne of the St. 
Louis Dairly and D. C. Kerckhoff of 
the Pevely Dairy, but neither would 
prophesy future prices, pointing out 
that retail prices are fixed by prices 
made by the producers. 

The activity of Highland conden- 
sers in the Southern Illinois market 
came yesterday, when President 
Brooks of the producers was trying 
to show that it was unprofitable to 


ship milk to St. Louis when vroducers 


could get more for it on the farm. 
He at first declined to say where

The German authorities had not hired the entire racetrack from the Raee-

Special Accommodations in Camps. 
The prisoners who needed a little better nourishment than that afforded 
by the camp diet and their parcels from England could obtain cards giving 


them the right to eat in the casino or camp official restaurant, where they | 


were allowed a certain indicated amount of wine or beer with their meals; 
finally arrangements were arrived at by which the German guards left the 
camp, simply guarding the camp from the outside, and the policing of the 
camp was taken over by the camp police department under the charge of the 
prison camp commander and committee.

Owing to the failure of Germany 
and England to come to an agreo- 
ment for a long time as to the re- 
lease of captured crews of ships, 
there were in Ruhleben men as old 
as 76.years and boys as young as 
15. There were in all between 50 
and 60 of these ships’ boys. They 
lived in a barrack by themselves, and 
under the supervision of a ship's of - 
ficer Who volunteered to look after 
They 
were taught navigation by older pris- 
oners, and, I imagine, were rather 
benefited by their stay in camp. 
I finally made arrangements by 
which.these boys were rleased from 
England and Germany. 

With the exception of the officers 
prisoners 
were not interned who were over 55. 
The British Government was gen- 
erous in the allowance of money for 
Ruhleben prisoners. 

Suimping the Prisoners’ Rations. 

Thé amount allowed by the Ger- 
man “Government to the camp com- 
mandaers for feeding the prisoners 
was extremely small, only 60 pfen- 
ming a day. At first many of the 
camp commanders made contracts 
with psterers for the feeding of the 
prisoners, and, as the caterers’ profit 
had to come out of this very small 
sum, the amount of food which the 
remainder purchased for the prison- 
ers was small, indeed. As the war 
went on, the prisoners’ department 
of the War Office tried to induce the 
camp commanders to abandon the 
contractor system and purchase sup- 
plies themselves. A sort of conven- 
tion camp commanders was held 
in Berlin, which I attended.

As more and more people were 
called to the front in Germany treat - 
er use was made of the prisonérs, 
and in the summer of 1916 virtually 
all the prisoners were compelled.tu 
work outside of the camp. They 
were paid a small extra sum for this; 
a few cents a day, and, as a rule, 
were benefited by the change of 
scene and occupation. The Russians. 
especially, became very useful to the 
Germans as agricultural laborers. 


Prof. Alonzo E. Taylor of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, a food ex- 
pert, and Dr. D. J. McCarthy, also of 
Philadelphia, joined my staff in 1916 
and proved most efficient and fear- 
less inspectors of prison camps. .. 
Taylor could use the terms calories, 
proteins and so on as readily ag Ger- 
man experts, and at a greater rate of 
epeed. His report showing that the 
official diet of the prisoners ir 
Ruhleben was a starvation diet in- 
censed the German authorities to 
such fury that they forbade him to 
revisit Ruhleben. 


Prof. Buckhaus, the German .ex- 

rt, agreed with him in somo of the 
findings. I do not know what will 
happen to the professor, who seemed 
willing to do hie best for the pris- 
oners. He wrote a bovkiet on the 
prison camps which he asked per- 
mission to dedicate to me, but the 
War Office, which published the 
book, refused to allow him to make 
this dedication. It was a real pleas- 
ure to see the way in which Dr. Tay- 
lor carried on his work of food in- 
spection, and his work, as well as 
that of the other doctors sent from 
America to join my staff, Dre. Fur- 
bush, McCarthy, Roler, Harms, Web- 
ster and Luginduhl, did much to bet- 
ter camp conditions. 


Dr. Caldwell, the sanitary expert, 
known for his great work la Servia 
now, I believe, head of the hospital at 
Pittsburg—reported that the prison 
diet, while of good quality, and, per- 
haps, sufficient in quantity by 
weight, is lacking in the essential 
elements which contribute to the 
making of a well balanced and satis- 
factory diet.

A great step forward was made 
when arrangements were entered into 
between Germany and England 
whereby wounded and sick officers 
and men, when passed by the Swiss 
commission, which visited both coun- 
tries, were sent to Switzerland—sent 
still as prisoners of war—subject to 
return to Germany or England, re- 
spectively. But the opportunity af- 
forded by change of food and scene, 
as well as reunion of families, saved 
many a life. By arrangements be- 
tween the two countries, algo, the 
severely wera prisoners were set 
free. * 

I believe that this exchange of the 
heavily wounded between the Ger- 
mans and the Russians was the factor. 
which prevented the entrance of 
Sweden into the war. These wounde:] 
men traversed the whole length of 
[Sweden in the railway, and the spec- 
tacle afforded to thé Swedish popu- 
lation of these poor stumps of hu- 
manity, victims of war, hag quite ef- 
fectually kept the Swedish population 
from an attack of unnécessary war 
fever. 

Officers and men who tried to es- 
cape were not very severely punished 
in Germany, unless they had pbro- 
ken or stolen something in their at- 
tempt. Officers were usually sub- 
jected to a jail confinement for a pe- 
riod, and then often sent to a sort 
of punitive camp. Such a one was 
situated in one of the ring forts sur- 
rouhding the city of Kustrin, whith 
I vistted in September, 1916.

At the time I left. Germany there; 
were nearly 2,600,000 prisoners of 
war in the empire, of whom about 
10,000 were Russian officers, 9000 
French officers and about 1000 Brit- 
ish officers. 

As a rule, our inspectors found 
the hospitals, where the prisoners 
of war were, in as good condition as 
could be expected. 

I think this was largely due to 
the. fact that so many doctors in 
Germany are-Jews. The people who 
are of thé Jewish race are people 
of gentile instincts. In these hos- 
pitals a better diet was given to the 
prisoners. There were, of course, 
ioe addition to the regular hospitals, 
ila where the severely wound- 
ed Prisoners were sent. Almost uni- 
formly these hospitals were clean 
and the prisoners were taken care 
of.

These figures were 
based on one and one-half gallons 
of milk to a cow on a 365-day aver- 
age. a 
The 8 figures would indi- 
cate that milk costs the producer 40 
cents a gallon. Under the present 
contract he receives less than 20 
cents a gallon.

An appeal in behalf of the babies 
of. the poor has deen sent to the 
Southern Illinois Milk Producers’ 
Association by Mrs. A. Siebert, chair- 
man of the social hygiene depart- 
ment of the St. Louis Council, Na- 
tional Congress of Mothers and Par- 
ent-Teacher Association. 

The work of this department is 
the prevention of infant mortality, 
and outdoor sleeping camps in sum- 
mer, in the public parks, are among 
the means employed. 

“About 4000 babies were taken 
care of by us during the last three 
summers,”’ Mrs. Siebert writes. 
“These babies, all under 4 years of 
age, children of parents in poor cir- 
cumstances, many of them not able 
to pay carfare to the camp, will be 
deprived of milk if the price rises to 
16 cents a quart. We therefore plead 
for the physical welfare of the ba- 
btes of St. Louis, many of whom die 
yearly for want of proper diet. Kind-

The congress of the International 
New Thought Alliance, in session at 
the Planters Hotel, received reports 
this morning from district vice pres- 
idents. <A reception will be held 
the Planters tonight.

Commerce employ Delos F. Wilcox, 
a franchise expert of New York City,

President Aloe of the Board of Al- 
dermen was requested by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce to obtain the co- 
operation of the Aldermanic Public 
Utilities Committee, and this assur- 
ance has been given. 

Rec nendations for Changes. 

Both the pending “settlement” 
bills were studied by Atkinson, and 
in each he found, he says, provisions 
that should be eliminated or altered, 
Especial attention is called to the 
sections ineach of the orinances on 
the subject of elevated and subway 
lines. 

Atkinson points out the require- 
ment that the Unfted Railways shall 
make such “improvements”. as or- 
dered by the proposed board of con- 
trol, and that “subways and.elevated 
lines” are included in the word im- 
provements.” In other sections the 
city’s right to build subways and 
elevated lines is reserved. This re- 
servation, Atkinson says, adds noth- 
ing to the authority which the city 
already has under the charter. 

“Under these provisions the United 
Railways would have a franchise for 
50 years to build subways and el- 
evated lines,” Atkinson says. This 
would mean, in his opinion, that no 
other company would attempt to con- 
struct subways and elevated lines in 
the face of the franchise authorizing 
another corporation to build them. 
It is the geenral policy in this coun- 
try for the city to own subways and 
lease the mto operating companies, 
Atkinson sontends. ‘ 3 

Limit on Extensions. 

Both ordinances authorize the city 
to direct the building of extensions, 
but with the limitation that no such 
additions to the company’s mileage 
Shall be ordered unless it can be 
shown that operating expenses will 
will be earned. ordinance No. 2 
would require a fair return on the 
investment for new lines, in addition 
to operating expenses. 

Atkinson holds that the Board of 
Public Service or the Board of Al- 
dermen should be empowered to or- 
der the United Railways to build a 
“reasonable number of miles of 
double track or single track each 
year, without reference to limita- 
tions as to paying the cost of opera- 
tion or to the rate of return.” These 


sure better service, which “should 
be the first and paramount object of 
this compromise.” 

The Board of Control contemplat- 
ed in each of the pending ordinances 
should have supervision over the 
service given by the company and 
over expenditures for maintenance, 
Atkinson says. The first ordinanoe 

| @pproximates this more closely than 
does the second, according to Atkin- 
son, but neither goes far enough. 

Right to Reduce Fares Essential. 

Provisions should be made for the 
reduction of fares and of the com- 
pany’s capitalization, the report says. 
The city should have the right to use 
its share of the surplus, if in part- 
nership with the company, to lower 
fares, and an amortization fund 
should be created, it is contended. 
Failure to plan for amortization of 
railway properties has been one of 
the weak points in various arrange- 
ments in other cities, the report 

states. . 

A requirement that the United 
Raltilways arbitrate disputes with its 
employes and that no discrimination 
against those who are members of 
labor organizations should. be in- 
cluded in any plan of settlement 
with the cfty, Atkinson says. He 
points to the recent strike on the 
Kansas City lines as demonstrating

LIKE HIS TYPEWRITING 


New York Pistol Expert Thinks 
Circumstances Show Widow 
Was Slain Deliberately. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—District 
Attorney Swann announced last 
night, after receiving a report from 
Capt. Jones, pistol expert of the Po- 
lice Department, he was convinced 
that Mrs. Maude A. King was the 
victim of “premeditated” murder 
when she was killed outside of Con- 
cord, N. C., on the evening of Aug. 
29 by a revolver shot. 

The District Attorney says he has 
evidence a conspiracy to murder the 
wealthy widow was formed in this 
city, involving several persons who 
actively participated and that in con- 
nection with Mrs. King’s affairs 
grand larceny, forgery and conspif-+ 
acy to verpetrate a fraud had been 
committed. 

Capt. Jones made exhaustive téste 
with an automatic pistol like the one 
which killed Mrs. King and as far as 
possible he has re-enacted the trag- 
edy. Asa result of this work he has 
reported that Mrs, King was the vio- 
tim of foul play. 

The District Attorney said he ha 
instructed his assistant, Attornev 
Dooling, to go to Concord to assist 
the North Carolina authorities and 
will send Dr. Otto H. Scnultz, whom 
he regards as one of the best medica) 
experts in this country on such work 
to be present there to testify at the 
inquest. 


New Names Said to Be Involved. 


Neither District Attorney Swann 
nor his assistants would give any in- 
dication as to the identities of those 
they believe to be guilty but the evi- 
dence is said to involve some per- 
sons among Mrs. King’s olrcle of 
friends who, so far, have not figured 
in the startling revelations of her af- 
fairs. | 


Adding to the mystery of the case 
and opening the field for unlimited 
speculation is the story that a second 
automobile followed closely behind 
the King machine on the lonely road 
on the evening of the tragedy, that 
occupants of this car, unobserved by 
those of the first automobile, were on 
the scene or close enough to see al] 
that took placé from the time Mrs. 
King walked to the spring with Gas- 
ton Means, her confidential agent, 
until her body was lifted back into 
her car. 

District Attorney Swann seized in 
the apartments of Means the carbon 
copies of a series of letters sent to 
Mrs. King. The District Attorney 
said last night experts had compared 
the typing of these letters and found 
that they were all written on Means’ 
typewriter, which is in Swann’s pos- 
session, 

Means, the District Attorney said, 
left Asheville, where he had been 
with others of the party, to go on a 
mission for Mrs. King. This mission, 
he said, evidently was represented to 
bb a perilous undertaking to rescue 
a man she then loved from the dan- 
gers which were represented to her 
as surrounding him. With this in- 
troduction the following correspond- 
ence, given verbatim, is self-explan- 
atory. 

First of the Letters. 

The first letter was from Gaston 
Means, said the District Attorney, to 
in Asheville. Here are ex- 


cerpts: 

Inclosed find letter addressed to 
(Mrs. King). I would let 
—————gee same and———and 


then my suggestion would be to seal 
it up carefully, slip it under Maude’s 
(Mrs. King’s) door, without, under 
any curcumstances, knowing where 
it comes from, in order that in her 
own mind she can create a miystery 
about it and go she will think I have 
some close connection there at the 
hotel that enables me to have such 
letters delivered to her without any 
difficulty. 

“Never let her know just how the 
letter go under her door. I am not 
writing this letter by hand because I 
am in a great rush, and, in addition, 
because I want to keep a carbon copy 
of just what I have written.” 

Having made certain that three 
persons would read his communioca- 
tions to Mrs. King before she saw 
them, he sent the first of the series. 
It was dated “Washington, D. C.,“ 
and marked “Personal and Confi- 
dential.”” It reads: 

“Just a line to advise; arrived here 
this morning. From assumed infor- 
mation contained just before leaving; 
North Carolina yesterday and vir- 
tually confimed here, effort is being 
madé to take our mutual friend to 
Canada and from Canada to 
England. I have not located his 
exact whereabouts yet, but expoct 
to do so before the day is over with. 

“Impossible for me ¢o give you an 
address where you can reach me, but 
by my own method I will have notes 
from me slipped under your door or 
put where you can see them without 
anybody else knowing about them. 
Do not say anything to ANYBODY 
when you find this note. I will try 
to get a note to you every day, until 
I have located our friend, and lator 
and just as soon as I know, will 
let you know where you can reach 
me by letter. 

“Be very careful, very secretive 
and let nobody know what you and 
myself are attempting to do for our 
friend.” 

Says “Friend” Was Found. 

The next letter says: 

“Somewhere on Chesapeake Bay. 

“Personal and Confidential.”

Means’ Injury Recalled. 

The series of letters perhaps adds 
emphasis to a question raised yester- 
day as to whether an accident Gaston 
Means met with on Dec. 3, 1911, may 
not have changed his entire character 
and mental processes. The Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent established yes- 
terday the fact that in an accident 
Means suffered a fracture at the base 
of the skull and a serious injury at 
the base of the brain. The United 
States Casualty Co. had assured hin 
against accident. This company and 
five others—the Aetna, the Travel- 
ers, the Commercial Travelers of 
Utica, the Royal Indemnity and the 
Maryland Casualty Co.— made a most 
thorough investigation after he had 
presented claims on his policies. 

The secretary of the United States 
Casualty Co. said to a Post-Dispatch 
correspondent yesterday: “Following 
his accident, Mr. Means was er- 
amined by such eminent physicians 
as Drs. Lambert, McClelland and 
Frankel. These, with many others, 
agreed to the seriousness of his in- 
juries. Our physicians reported that 
the base of his brain had been badly 
affected; that there was a fracture 
of the skull at its base, that he was 
suffering from dizziness; that he suf- 
fered after his accident from partial 
paralysis. We made an amicable set- 
tlemene. We felt that he was entitled 
to collect on his policy with us.

i “This is a free country and you have 
every right to say what you please about 
my book “We Can’t Have Everything,” but 
I have also the right to call your attention 
to certain errors of statement. 
Tou say that I am “one of the charter 
members of the literary school whose slo- 
gan is ‘give the people what they want, no 
matter what happens to conventions, morals 
or English grammar.“ If Hughes had been 
a theatrical magnate he would have pro- 
duced Follies and Revues, because the thea- 
ters showing these ‘affairs are constantly 
standing ‘em up. He writes to sell books 
and for no other reason. There is a dash of 
war thrown in, just as the Star Spangled 
Banner’ is played. at vaudeville theaters 


“when the interest is about to lag.“ 

First, to be a charter member of the 
dol you mention would make me sever- 
thousand years old, for it has always 

‘existed. Even Homer sang what the people 
Wanted to hear, according to tradition. I 
am, however, quite ignorant of what the 
people Want. 80 are the people. 

I have been writing novels during recent 
years aleng a program very earnestly un- 
dertaken as a social history of my own 
times. The short stories have largely been 
concerned with small-town life of the coun- 
try, but my novels have been devoted to 
an attempt to make a true portrait of New 
York contemporaneously. These novels 
have had a certain success among those 
who, as you say “like such things.” But 
Iam by no means as popular as you would 
eontemptuously imply. There are a dozen 
novelists, some of them women, who sell 
so many more books than I do, that I hardly 
seem to sell at all. I wish my book sold bet- 
ter. I should not object to a sale of a hun- 
dred million copies, for I try to see with 
truth and fairness and sympathy and to 
present with accuracy, vividness and con- 
viction what I see about me. But as a 
matter of fact, my books do not compare 
in sale with numberless others. 

I believe that one of the reasons is that 
I try to write what is true instead of 


the pretty things that the bulk of people 
prefer to read. The book “We Can't Have 
Everything” is a picture of New York dur- 
ing the war and it ende with our entrance 
into the war, not for the sake of flag- 
waving, which I do net do. There is no 
Fourth of July in the book and you know 
it Not that I am not as ardent a patriot 
as the next one, but that there was no oo- 
casion for it. 

The book ia a study of the divorce prob- 
lem also, written with the most painstak- 
ing effort at accuracy and taking the very 
‘unpopular view in fiction that divorce has 
its place and that the law and the church 
are both cruelly in the wrong in their treat- 
ment. of the problem. 

Tune book is also a study of the miracu- 
lous field for success opened to ambitious 
and more or less talentless girle by the

President Lewis of the State Board of Agricul- 
ture suggests that a part of the high cost of milk 
distribution in the cities is due to the competi- 
tion among the dairies. This, he says, could be 
eliminated by apportioning the city, by districts, 
among the dairies, according to their facilities 
for handling the business. 
It has been recognized for years that the con- 
sumer has to pay for the privilege of choosing 
among various dairies competing with each other. 
Each dairy must have sufficient wagons, horses 
and delivery men to take care of that part of its 
trade which overlaps the trade of its competitors. 
This is waste.

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‘‘SHOOTING UP’’ THE WORLD. 
The subject of international gun-toting, about 
which we used to hear a good deal earlier in 
the war, was again touched on by Judge V. L. 
Drain in charging the Macon County Grand Jury. 
“If somebody had taken the arms away from 
the Hohenzollerns and Hapsburgs 30 years ago, 
the Buropean continent would not now de 
drenched with blood,” he said. ‘“‘Whenever ‘a na- 
tion or individual lays in a supply of guns and 
ammunition, so as to be ready for trouble, it is 
not long in coming.” 
To confiscate the weapons of the Hohensollerns 
and Hapsburgs is exactly what the police force 
of 17 nations has started in to do. It involves 
a considerable distufbance on the continental 
thoroughfares, but when the job is finished it 
will be several generations before any bad men 
from the Teutonic sagebrush again attempt to 
“shoot up” the world.

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BRINGING SIR ISAAC UP TO DATE. 
If there is anybody the scientific world will 
listen to respectfully, when he seriously proposes 
an amendment to Newton’s law of motion, it is 
Dr. Francis E. Nipher of St. Louis. His mere an- 
nouncement that he has found an error in Sir 
Isaac's theory after two centuries will cause a 
greater tremor in the universities of the world 
than all the thunders of the European conflict. 
The learned have long realized that the hy- 
pothesis that all celestial motions can ex- 
plained by one law of universal gravitation ought 
to be revised. Certain planets are known to be- 
have in a manner which has shown either that 
there is something wrong with them or with the 
Newtonian system. Dr. Nipher believes he has 
proved that the fault is with the law and not 
with the planets, and that he can show just 
wherein the hypothesis is at fault. 
Although all the details of his discovery have 
not been announced, it is fair to assume that 
something almost as simple as the falling of the 
traditional apple pointed the way. However pro- 
found Dr. Nipher’s researches have been, they 
always have been interesting. Whether he was 
setting off aerial bombs in pursuit of the mys- 
teries of the earth's magnetic field, or developing 
photographic plates in the sunshine, or exploding 
bits of wire by exhausting electricity from them, 
or using a palm leaf fan to get at some of nature's 
most jealously guarded secrets, he has aver made 
it a practice to use the most commonplace tools 
for delving into the innermost abstrusities of 
natural philosophy.

Member of all the foremost scientific 
societies, any one of which would eagerly welcome 
an original address by him on any subject, he in- 
variably reserves his best for the little St. Louis 
organization of which he is the moving spirit.

If Dr. Nipher 
has found what he believes he has it wil] crown 
a long career of scientific usefulness.

On the other hand, to abolish this competition, 
by apportioning the city among the various 
dairies, would take the power of choice from 
the consumer. He would be compelled to deal 
with the dairy in whose district he resided. If 
he found the milk below standard, he could, 
of course, report the matter to the City Health 
Department. But if this failed to bring results, 
the consumer would have no recourse. 
Every housewife knows that there is a vast dif- 
ference in milk. If all the milk sold in the city 
cowkd be standardized, and brought up to the 
grade of the certified milk, now sold at 17 cents 
a quart, and maintained at that standard, the 
consumer might, as an experiment, consent to 
give up the power of choosing a certain dairy. 
But such standardization, if it resulted in a gen- 
eral increase to 17 cents a quart, would place 
milk beyond the reach of hundreds of poor fami+ 
lies who now buy milk, sold under competition 
at a lower figure, though it may not be up to the 
certified standard. 
The big dairies now, by agreement, have the 
city pretty well divided into districts. But there 
ig still competition, and a number of small dairies 
manage to find customers. Districting the city 
by law for milk delivery would put the business 
wholly in the hands of the wealthy concerns and 
take from the consumer whatever benefits re- 
sult from competition.

OF BIG GUNS 


; 


E hear much and have read 
more about the power of 

big guns and havoc they cre- 

ate, yet very few people really un- 
derstand the immense power behind 
one of these modern engines of de- 
struction. What, for instance, do you 
understand by the “power of a 15- 
inch gun?” Here is an illustration. 
Take a wall 12-inches thick and 
made of the hardest steel; then take 
an automobile and drive seven miles 
away from the wall. Arrived at that 
point you will find a big gun aimed 
at the wall you have left seven miles 
behind and which you cannot see. 
Go over to the gun and pull the 


lanyard. The steel that you release | 


by pulling this lanyard will travel 
through the air the entire distance 
you have come by automobile and 
will go right through — 12-inch 
steel wall. 

The most powerful land guns ever 
made are the German howitzers, or 
16.5-inch guns. The most formidable 
steel and concrete forts are cracked 
open by these huge guns as though 
they were made of paper. Nava! 
guns cannot be developed to the 
same size as land guns because it is 
more difficult to handle one of these 
aboard a ship. For that reason the 
greatest effective range with a naval! 
gun is from eight to ten miles. The 
largest naval gun is the 15-inch gun 
on the famous British superdread- 
nought Queen Elisabeth, while the 
German 42-centimeter howitzer, 
which reduced Antwerp and other 
fortresses believed impregnable, is 
the most powerful land gun. The

Football Stars Changing Schools 
Not Allowed to Compete 
for Six Months. 


Authorities of the Interscholastic 
League, at a meeting last night, add- 
ed to their legislation of the current 
season two more rulings which are 
certain to provoke a elamor from 
high-school athletic followers and 
which may tend to diminish interest 
in the football season. 

It was decided to dispense with the 
custom of awarding to the winning 
team of an important game the foot- 
ball which was used in the contest. 
In place of the erstwhile custom, the 
team that puts the ball into play— 
equivatent to the team which wins 
the toss-up—will receive it at the 
end of the game. 

This was probably n to rot 
out any idea of compensation to 4 
winner. Incidentally it keeps from 
the school trophy cases the most 
treasured article of all. 

It was also decided that no player 
would be allowed to compete on 3 
high school athletic team unless he 
had attended that school the pre- 
vious semester, or unless he enters 
the freshman class. This rtling will 
keep a large number of desirable 
players out of the game, especially 
since Smith-Manual has closed up. 

The ruling was to prevent star 
shifting schools, in 
order to play on a strong team. 

The athletic directors of the high 
school have this year also afranged 
the football schedule in such a man- 
ner that the Soldan team plays Mo- 
Kinley and Central, its two main 
opponents, on the first two Satur- 
days of the season.
